N. S 
COURT HOUSE, Cleveland, O., 
13—« Bursting into wild ahrieks, 
C atherine Eva K a ber alleged husband 
slayer, threw the court room into a 
ne ar panic today when he r trial was 
resumed. 
Mrs. K a be r ’s wild actions followed 
receipt of an alleged “ spirit m e ssa ge ” 
from Dan Kaber, her husband, who 
was stabbed to death by hired a s s a s ­ 
sins. 
She suddenly flung herself back in 
the chair, rending the air with her 
screa m s. 
A bailiff c a u g ht her. 
She broke 
loose from his anms, falling to the 
floor. 
She was finally carr ie d out by 
two bailiffs as her witd shrie ks pene­ 
trated the court room. 
“ Marian! Marian! 
she 
screamed, 
calling for he r daughter. 
T he accused woman gave a terrified 
gasp as » lie read the purporte d m e s ­ 
sage announcin g that K a be r ’s spirit 
hovers at he r side as she sits on trial 
charged with plotting his murder. 
States witnesses have testified she 
sought the aids of spirits to have him 
killed. 
“Forgive me the wrong I have done 
you,” says the murdere d m a n ’s mes­ 
sage. 
“D o n ’t worry. 
You a re safe from 
ha rm—alw ays 1 aim with you at your 
side.” 
T he “m e s sa g e ” came by special de­ 
livery. 
Mrs. K aber may not be able to take 
the stand today as planned in her ef­ 
fort. by ba ri ng the salacious details 
of 
he r m arrie d 
life, to 
escape 
the 
death chair. 
It 
required 
five 
officers 
to 
hold 
Mrs. K aber later when 
she became 
hysterical during the testimony of her 
brother, Charles Brickel. 
The brother, who had testified that 
she 
was “ c ra zy” 
resented on 
crops 
exam ination the sta te m e nt of Deputy 
District Attorney 
Ja m e s T. Cassidy 
that his aged mother, also under in­ 
dictment in connection with K a be r’s 
m urder, had once set the K aber home 
on fire. 
‘"That’s a lie”, shouted the young 
man. 
“My m othe r was sick and w ha t 
is more, she was sore at my sister 
at the time.” 
T he n came the wild shrieks of the 
accused woman.

W A SH IN G T O N , J u l y 
13— l interest 
in President H a r d in g ’s proposed d isar­ 
m am e nt conference centered today in 
the allied reaction to official intim a­ 
tions here that the conference might 
lead to the establi shmen t of an Asso­ 
ciation of Nations. 
Although i.t is stated in official cir­ 
cles here 
that 
the 
a d m in is tr atio n 
would be very happy II the Associa­ 
tion of Nations should be born out of 
the dis a rm a m e n t conference, it was 
r a t he r plainly indicated that this pro ­ 
posal will not be thru st upon the al­ 
lies as one of the tasks of the propos­ 
ed parley, althoug h it m ay be an o u t­ 
growth. 
A dmin ist ra ti on leaders were today 
confronted with the problem of paci­ 
fying nations which have not been in­ 
vited to the conference, but it was 
indicated tha t the President will not 
consider e n la rg e m en t of the confer­ 
ence at this time, holding tha t too 
la'rge 
r e pr e s e n t ^ iVtn 
would 
simply 
confuse the work an d delay it. Sugges­ 
tions m a de by the British dominion 
premiers tha t a pre lim in a ry confer­ 
ence be held at which the questions of 
the Pacific and the East be discussed 
did not meet with favor here. A dm in ­ 
istration leaders were of the opinion 
that 
the 
Dominion prem iers, 
wtoijle 
havin g a rig ht to a voice in the pro ­ 
posed conference, should express thei r 
views throug h the British represe nta ­ 
tive and that the solidification of the 
views of Great B ritain and he r d o m in ­ 
ions is a m a tte r which should be w ork ­ 
ed out in 
the dominion conferences 
now going on. 
T here w as no indication here today 
that the President might extend his 
invitation to other nations, and while 
it was announced that the proposed 
conference would not 
in terfe re with 
the course of the a d m in is tra tio n in 
proceeding to mak e formal peace with 
Germany, 
there 
wr s 
no intim ati on 
that. Germ any m ig ht be invited into 
the parley, a. ter peace has been estab­ 
lished. 
T he a d m in is tr atio n is hopeful that 
the question of policy in the F a r E ast 
may be taken up first by t 
he proposed 
conference and tha t settlement of fun- r 
damental principles which this gov- | 
^rnmemt 
believes 
are necessary 
to 1 
m ainta in peace in the P a r E a s t will 
logically lead to a d is a rm a m e n t a gre e­ 
ment. It is the hoj Mj 
of the a d m i n i s t r a ­ 
tion tha t all parties to the conference 
will come with 
their policies fairly 
well defined and that there will be 
no delays while questions at issue a re 
made the subject of protracted discus­ 
sions by the ho me governments.

Irish 
Republic” an d 
Prem ie r 
Lloyd 
George were completed today. Follow­ 
ing a meeting of the Irish delegation, 
at noon, DeValera exchanged messag 
es with 10 Downing street (t he official 
residence of the prem ie r) 
rega rding 
to m o rro w ’s arr angements. 
Official announ cement was made at 
2.30 this 
afternoon 
tha t 
Prem ie r 
Lloyd George and I>e Valera will con 
fer at 10 Downing street tomorrow af­ 
ternoon, beg inning at 4.30 o'clock. 


De Valera, spent today co nferring 
with Sinn Fein and English political 
leaders 
pre lim in ary 
to 
his mee tin g 
with P re m ie r Lloyd George tomorrow. 


T he Dally Telegraph w arn s against 
u ndue optimism , 
pointing 
out 
that 
the Dublin conferences between the 
Sinn Fein and the Sou ther n Ireland 
Unionists were successful because all 
concerned carefully avoided an ything 
definite on Ulster. 


So fa r there is no sign of a com­ 
promise between Dublin and Ulster. 
On the contr ary Ronald MacNelll, M. 
P., one of the Ulster leaders told the 
In tern atio nal 
News Service 
that 
he 
was sure that the London peace parley 
would fail owing to De V ale ra’s insis­ 
tence upon a republic in Ireland. 


“ It Eng land gives the Sinn F e in e rs 
complete independence 1 see no thing 
for it but for Ulster to fortify her 
frontiers and pre pare for civil w a r" 
sa id Mr. Mac Neill. “So far as the con­ 
ference concerns Ulster her position 
is that it has nothing to do with the 
n orthern province. 


"U lster has her own pa rlia m e n t and 
her own constitution. She will refuse 
to allow them to be interested with 
on any question. Any concessions mi 
these points by Sir J a m e s Craig, P re ­ 
mier of Ulster means im mediate re pu ­ 
diation. 
The 
position taken 
by 
Sir 
Maurice Dockreil and Lord Midleton 
(two 
S outhern 
Ireland 
Unionists) 
means nothi ng to the Unionists of Ul­ 
ster. 
They 
are simply 
De 
Valera’s 
nominees. As for De Valera it is cer­ 
tain he would not be allowed to n< 
gotiate except at the risk of his life 
on any basis but tha t of complete in­ 
dependence. And that 
is out of the 
question. Therefore, while I am anx­ 
ious for Irish peace,

A formal meetin g of the Irish dele­ 
gation was held at noon at which I>e 
Valera presided. 
P re m ier Lloyd George was not in 
London, as lie had gone to his country 
estate at Cheuqeirs.
